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Sex, snakes and spycraft: China airs lurid tale of billionaire’s rise 


ow have China’s rich amassed 
their fortunes? 

The stories of backroom dealing, 
brutal competition and even spy- 
craft are typically shrouded by the 
country’s powerful elite, who in a 
country without a free press have 
often had the tools to keep quiet 
any unwelcome attention. 

Now, however, a battle between 
Chinese authorities and a dissident 
billionaire has produced a tale that 
claims to be a bawdy and dark cata- 
logue tell-all, an account with few 
parallels in its portrayal of a Chinese 
path to wealth and influence. 

Guo Wengui’s rise to riches 
involved assiduous and copious use 
of sex, a cellphone jammer, spy 
cameras, media cowed into silence 
by political connections, snakes 
tossed into the homes of restive vil- 
lagers, dirt dished to corruption 
investigators, a whole lot of bravado 


and more than a few fibs. 

That, at least, is what rival busi- 
nessman Qu Long claims in a 49- 
page document that he distributed 
recently in Beijing - a retaliatory

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strike by a convicted criminal that 
marks the latest instalment in a 
salacious months-long public tiff 
that has shed light on the secretive 
halls of Chinese power. 


Entitled “My pains and sorrows 
with Guo Wengui,” it is indisputably 
a screed, its allegations not tested in 
court. 

It is also an extraordinary docu- 
ment, in which Mr. Qu names 
names, cites dates, discloses finan- 
cial details and offers a remarkable 
peek behind the curtain of the tac- 
tics and high drama of becoming 
rich in modern China, what he 
called “the story of Guo’s obtaining 
power, fooling people and stealing.” 

Neither Mr. Guo nor his lawyer re- 
sponded to repeated requests for 
comment, nor was The Globe and 
Mail able to find any direct response 
to Mr. Qu from Mr. Guo on the vid- 
eos he regularly posts to YouTube. 

But he has accused Chinese au- 
thorities of fabricating allegations of 
wrongdoing. “I can vouch to you 
that I am probably stupid, but I’ve 
never made any serious mistakes,” 
he said in one video.

Ottawa to review Indigenous health care 
after misdiagnosis, death of cancer patient 


When Keith Wynne arrived at the 
nursing station on the Kashechewan 
First Nation on July 17 complaining 
of back pain, the nurses sent him 
home with Tylenol and Advil. They 
didn’t help. 

Over the following month, the 29- 
year-old made five trips to the same 
Northwestern Ontario medical facil- 
ity and reported the same symp- 
toms. Each appointment resulted in 
an offer of painkillers. On the fifth 
visit, his mother, Jane, demanded 
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that her son be given a blood test. 
The nurses called the next day, Ms. 
Wynne said in an interview after 
recounting the story to a conference 
on Indigenous health care in Tim- 
mins, Ont., this month. The tests 
showed something was wrong. Keith 
was evacuated to Moose Factory and 
then to a hospital in Kingston, 
where, on Aug. 30, he was diagnosed 
with leukemia. He died on Oct. 6. 
“You have to wait three to four 
hours to hear from a doctor, when a 
nurse [in Kashechewan] calls a doc- 
tor for advice,” said Keith’s father, 


Henry. “That’s really frustrating.” 
Often, he added, it is easier for the 
nursing staff to dispense the medi- 
cation than to keep patients waiting 
for a doctor’s diagnosis. 

The disparity between the health 
care offered on reserves and the 
services available in the rest of Can- 
ada is well documented. So is the 
gap in health outcomes between In- 
digenous people and other Cana- 
dians. It is a problem that 
governments at multiple levels have 
been grappling with for years.

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Conservative 
Koch brothers 
back Meredith’s 
$1.8-billion 
deal for Time

Time Inc. announced on Sunday 
night that it had sold itself to the 
Meredith Corp. in a deal backed by 
Charles and David Koch, the billion- 
aire brothers known for using their 
wealth and political connections to 
advance conservative causes. 

Under the terms of the deal, Mere- 
dith will pay $18.50 (U.S.) a share for 
Time Inc. - publisher of once-pre- 
mier glossy titles including Time, 
Sports Illustrated and People - in an 
all-cash transaction valued at about 
$1.8-billion (U.S.) excluding debt. 
The boards of Time Inc. and Mere- 
dith finalized the deal on Sunday. 

Meredith, which publishes popu- 
lar monthly magazines such as Fam- 
ily Circle and Better Homes and 
Gardens, has arranged for a $650- 
million cash infusion from the Koch 
brothers through their private equi- 
ty arm, Koch Equity Development. 

The deal is expected to close in 
the first quarter of 2018. 

It was not clear how much influ- 
ence, if any, the Kochs would wield 
over Meredith or Time Inc. The 
brothers have long sought to shape 
political discourse through their 
support of non-profits, universities 
and think tanks, but have never 
owned their own media company. 

In a news release announcing the 
deal, Meredith said Koch Equity De- 
velopment would not have a seat on 
Meredith’s board and would “have 
no influence on Meredith’s editorial 
or managerial operations.”

Saudi prince 
vows to defeat 
terrorism as he 
leads meeting 
of Muslim allies 


Saudi Arabia’s assertive Crown 
Prince on Sunday opened the first 
high-level meeting of a kingdom-led 
alliance of Muslim nations against 
terrorism, vowing that extremists 
will no longer “tarnish our beautiful 
religion.” 

Mohammed bin Salman’s words 
come as the Islamic State group, 
which sparked the creation of the al- 
liance, has been driven out of Iraq 
and lost its self-described capital in 
Syria. 

However, the alliance doesn’t in- 
clude Iran, Iraq or Syria, while mem- 
ber nation Qatar sent no one to 
attend the one-day Riyadh gathering 
amid a diplomatic standoff between 
Doha and four Arab nations led by 
Saudi Arabia.. 

Saudi Arabia announced the alli- 
ance in December, 2015, when the 
Crown Prince was still only the king- 
dom’s defence minister. Since then, 
his father, King Salman, has elevated 
the 32-year-old prince to be next in 
line for the throne in the oil-rich 
kingdom. The Crown Prince also 
recently put a number of wealthy 
princes, businessmen, military lead- 
ers and others under arrest over cor- 
ruption allegations at various luxury 
hotels in Riyadh.
